WEATHER AND CROP PRO- 
SPECTS VERY GOOD, | 
1913, so far as it has gone, has} 
been a very favorable year for the 
farmer, and if the balance of the year 
will only act up to thé promise set 
by the first four months, the farmers 


will reap u fine harvest, 

The snow duriug the first three 
months of the year 
heavier than the usual, and when it 
melted in the opening days of April 


Wis somewhat 


provided abundant moisiure to give 
the new crop a start. Wheat seeding | 
commenced about the 8th day of 
April and before the end of last week 
the shoots were showing green above 
the ground. The weather in the first 
three weeks of April was exception- 
ally warm for the time of the year, 


but during the present week the 
weather has been somewhat colder 


with higher winds, which however, | 
it is stated will assist the crop more 
than otherwise, as the wheat will 
stool out more, and will be a heavier 
crop than it had not any check in its 
early stages. There was a fall of 
about one inch of snow on Tuesday 
in the early morning, pyhich however 
was all gone before ee nnder the 
rays of the sun, 

Wheat seeding is almost complete 
in this district now. It is stated 
that there will not be quite as ‘nuch 
wheat under cultivation as there was 
last year as some [farmers are 
summer fallowing part of their land 
ind others are devoting their ener- 
gies more to mixed farming. There 
will not be much flax sown in this 
district this year, as the price last 
year was vety small, and does not 
show any tendency to improvement. 

Oats will, as, usnal, be one of the 
principal crops, while barley will al- 
so be a strong one. 

The acreage under alfalfa is grow- 
ing yearly, and its propogation will 
receive a further stimulus by the 
competition announced by the C, 
P.R. Natural Resources Department 
in our columns this issue and last. 
Alfalfa sown in this district, both 
last year and in the preceding 
years pas survived the winter in 
fine shape, and its adaptability to 
the local soil and climate is now 
proved 

During the winter large numbers 
of dairy and beef cattle have been 
imported into Strathmore. The 
number ot poultry, pigs, and other 
farm towl and animals has greatly 
increased in the past twelvemonths, 
and the increase will be permanent; 
as fine results are being obtained. 
Much of the credit for the stocking 
up of the country is due to the} 
C.P.R,, who have unloaded many 
carloads of here, and sold

Seventh in the Good Roads Series 
in the Campaign of the Associate 
Boards of Trade of Southern Al- 
berta, written by H. W. Kerridge 
of Stewartwyn, Alberta. 

It we had more experience in road 
bnilding a tax paid in cash would 
undoubtedly be more preferable, but 
at present it is best to work it out.

The Treatment of Smut} 


A great many letters are being 
receivedat this time by the Agri- 
cultural Branch of the C.P.R. 
| Department of Natural Resources, 
asking whether we would recom- 
mend formaline or bluestone for 
treating grain for smut. The 
following description of the pre- 
paration and use of these two 
chemicals for the distruction of 
smut spores, was published in the 
*Setuler’'s Guide’,—a publication 
giving a great variety of infor- 
mation with regard to agricultur- 
al conditions and crops in West- 
ern Canada. 

There are several diseases of 
grain which are commonly known 
as smut. 

Smut is recognised by the 
transtormation of some part of 
the plant into a mass of very 
small dark colored bodies known 
as spores. The stinking or cov- 
ered smut of wheat or barley, and 
the loose smut of oats, are by far 
the most destructive. Wheat 
smut will not effect or grow in 
oats or barley, neither will the oat 
or barley smut affect wheat. 

It only takes a few heads in 
each acre of grain ‘to infect the 
whole crop, as the spores, or par- 
ticles of smut are fine like dust, 
and are easily blown from plant 
to plant, and from field to field by 
the wind. 

Statistics show that sowing un- 
treated smutty wheat lessens the 
yield from one to twelve bushels 
per acre, and givesa poor quality 
of wheat. 


THE REMEDY 


ee i: remedy for this evil is pre- 
vention, Stinking smut of wheat 
can be entirely prevented by a 
treatment of the seed grain before 
sowing, so as to kill the smut 
spores (seed of the smut pl nt 
This can be done without injury 
| 
| 


to the germination qualities of the 
seed prain. ‘The best farmers in 
Southern Alberta invariably treat 
winter and spring wheat, oats and 
barley against smut, as a pre- 
cautionary measure.

HOW TO APPLY FORMA- 
LIN 


There are a number of practical 
methods by which tormalin may 
be applied to the grain. One 
simple method is to spread the 
yrain outon the granary floor or 
1n a wagon box to a depth of two 
to four inches, then sprinkle the 
mixture on the grain with a 
watering can, mixing thoroughly 
so that the formalin has free 
access to all parts of the kernel. 
Ihe grain may then be gathered 
up into a pile and covered with 
damp sacks so as to retain the 
fumes of tae formalin. This 1s| 
quite important. Another prac-| 
tical method is to provide an or- 
dinary barrel and a wooden 
trough, the latter sufficientl: wide 
to hold a sack a of grain and long 
enough to hold several sacks; 
this trough is to be supported so} 
as to drain back tmto the barrel 
Place the’ formalin mixture in 
the barrel and dip the whole sack 
of grain into it. The sack is 
allowed to remain in the formalin 
for three minutes and is then re- 
moved to the trough and allowed 
to drip 


HOW MUCH FORMALIN IS 
REQUIRED 


Use 1602. or 1 lb of go per 
cent formaldehyde to 35 to 4o 
gallons of water. This will be 
sufficient to treat 60 to 70 bushels 
of seed.

TO APPLY BLUE- 

STONE 

Dissolve 1% |bs of blue stone 
(copper sulphite) in hot water 
and add water to the extent of 50 
| or 60 gallons. The solution may 
be placed tn a coal oil barrel and 
the wheat dipped as with formalin 
or the wheat may be placed on 
the grarvary floor and merely 
sprinkled and mixed, turning it 
over with a shovel so that it is all 
thoroughly dampened, 

WHEN TO TREAT 

Treatment of grain should not 
be done until shortly before the 
grain isto besown, The grain 
should b> given sufficient time to 
partia‘ly dry, so as not to in any 
way interfere with the sowing 
with the drill, A common prac- 
tice is to treat in the evening suf- 
ficient tor the next morning's 


| ibly short time. 
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seeding, and leave covered up 
with the sacks over night.

Perhaps one precaution might 
be observed, and that would be 
not to pile the grain up after 
treating, either for too Jong, cr 
in too deep piles, as there is 
danger of heating.

Rome.—it is reported that Sicily 
is stirred » ith indirnation at the fate 
of Nunzi Nasi, the ex-minister of pub- 
lic instruction, who, on charges of con- 
tinuous fraud and misappropriation of 
public funds was tried before the Ro- 
man senate, constituted into a high 
court of justice, and eventually con- 


demned to prison, with the forfeiture! 


of his civic rights. 

On the lea of ill-health, but really

serve his term of imprisonment within 
the walls of the private res'dence in 
Rome.

TRUSTS THRIVE 


UNDER FREE TRADE 


How Combines and Monopolies Have 


Grown in ‘ritain the Greatest 
Free Trade Country 


It is often asserted in Canada that 


protection fosters combines and that 
a country 
exempt from the evils of monopolies 
and trusts, 
have investigated this question in 
Great Britain and their reports have 
been made public in various periodi- 
cals. One of these writers, Mr. H.

Several economic writers 


W. Macrosty says in the Contempor- 


ary Review that in 1899 single amal- 


gamations, while not entirely exclud- 
ing competition controlled the screw, 
cotton, thread, salt, alkali, and ind{a- 
rubber tire industries in Great Britain, 
In many eases where an actual con- 
solidation had not taken place there 
was an agreement to maintain prices. 
In Birmingham 500 employers and 
20,000 workmen were working under 
agreements ¢o maintain prices, which 
were fixed by committees after examin- 
ing the conditions of manufacture. 
Mr. E. J. Smith, the author of the 
Birmingham scheme of trade combin- 
ation, said in January, 1898: “It was 
first adopted seven years ago in the 
metallic bedstead trade, and has been 
so successful in that industry that the 
trade {s to-day one of the most envied 
in the country. Since then it has been 
tried by the makers of spring mat 
tresses, cased tubes, spun mounts, 
rolled metal brass wire, metal tubes 
‘ron and brass fenders, china, furni- 
ture, electrical fittings, pottery ware, 
common building bricks, and iron, 
brass and electroplated coffin handle 
plates and ornaments. Amongst other 
manufacturers who are taking it up 
are the makers of jet and Roc kingham 
wares (potteries) galvanized hollow- 
ware, and brass and iron pins.” 
Many Consolidations 

“There is no open market in antl- 
mony, nickel, mercury, lead pipes, fish 
supply and petroleum,’ said Mr. Ma- 
crosty. “Steel and fron rails are con 
trolled by a ring. All the largest 
paper mills engaged in making news- 
papers have just consolidated their 
interests into one large combination. 
In the engineering trade twenty-four 
firms have a subscribed capital of 
£14,245,000. In 1897 Armstrong & 
Company absorbed Whitworth & Com- 
pany, raising their capital to £4,210,- 
000 in the process. In the spring of 
1897 Vickers & Company, the armor- 
plate manufacturers, bought up the 
Naval Construction and Armaments 
Company, and later they acquired the 
Maxim-Nordenfelt Guns and Ammu- 
nition Company. Now they boast of 
being the only firm capable of turning 
out a battleship complete in every re- 
spect.” The firm of J. & P, Coates 
of Paisley, after being formed into a 
Mmited Hability company for the manu- 
facture of sewing thread with a capital 
of £5,750,000, absorbed Kerr & Com- 
pany of Paisley, Chadwick & Company 
of Bolton, and Jones, Brook & 
Company of Meltham, the capital be- 
ing raised to £10,000,000, on which a 
dividend of 20 per cent. 1s being paid. 
In December, 1897, the English Sewing- 
Cotton Company, consisting of an 
amalgamation of fifteen firms, Was 
floated with a capital of £2,000,000. 
Messrs. Coats took a large amount of 
the stock and {it was thought that this 
would lead to an amalgamation with 
the great Paisley combination. In 
1899 the new firm absorbed the Glas- 
gow firm of ©. F, & J. Alexander with 
a capital of £475,000. Seventeen firms 
of cotton spinners, mostly in Man- 
chester and Bolton, had combined un- 
der the name of the Fine Cotton spin- 
ners’ and Doublers’ Association, 
Limited, with an immense capitallza- 
tion. The Bradford Dyers’ Association, 
Limited, is another combination which 
in 1899 embraced twenty-two firms 
with a capital of £4,500,000 and em- 
ploying 7,500 men, As a result of a 
recent amalgamation of several coal 
companies one combination employed 
12,000 men, and an attempt had been 
made to consolidate all the coal com- 
panies. In the distributive coal trade 
W. Cory & Sons, Limited, formed by 
the union of eight large firms, handled 
6,000,000 out of 8,000,000 tons of coal 
that reached London by sea in 1899, 

Small Man's Struggle 

In the retail trade the small man 
has a desperate struggle to retain 
a footing. Great departmeat stores 
known as universal providers are 
crowding out the smaller stores. The 
joint stock system has spread to the 
distributing The capitaliza 
tion of trading companies in the gro 
cery, provision, meat, oil and drug 
trades organized in 1896-7 was over 
£18,000,000 and the movement has 
since been accelerated, One well 
known retail provision company has 
a capital of a million pounds and an- 
other of two and a half million pounds
